Bombarded by Chinese Forts. 


A thrilling story of bow 2 local 
British ship was attacked ~ by 
Ohinsse forts from the Chaan Pi 
Point, Osnton River, and the par- 
row secape ‘which the captain, 
officers ‘and crew had. from 
snnibilation at the hands of a 
band of migguided Ohinesa:troopa 
bw reached the Colony, and the 
tale makea interesting reading. 
' Between eleven and twelve 
o'clock, on Monday. night, the 
Sainam, a paddle-wheel stesmer 
belonging to the Hongkong, Cas- 
ton and Macao Steambost Com- 
‘pany eas passing the Point when 
she was atrack ‘by an exsep- 
tionally heavy gale for this time 
of the year, and, despite the 
efforta of the Captain and. orew, 
the vessel. wesdriven ona small 
spit jutting oat into the centre of 
the river. To make matters worse 
the Ssmpan Chow light, which 
normally affords sufficient light to 
navigators of the river, warning 
them of the spit, was obscured, 
for some resson, and the Sainam 
went agroand. The engines 
slowed and then etopped altogeth- 
er snd rain fell- in torrents, 

No sooner had the ship groand- 
ed than hail. of bullets swept 
over her. At first these were out 
‘of range, but aa the gunners on 
each “aide of the spit became
